For  the  fourth  time  in  five  years,  Ed 
Reiter,  Asbury  Park  Press  columnist 
and  copy  editor,  has  taken  top  honors 
in  the  national  Numismatic  Literary 
Award  competition  for  his  weekly  coin 
column. 

The  column,  a  Sunday  Press 
feature  since  1970,  was  judged  along 
with  others  appearing  in  general 
circulation  newspapers  throughout 
the  U  S. 

Reiter  also  earned  the  first  place 
prize  —  a  2V2-inch  gold-on-silver 
medal  —  in  1974,  75  and  76. 

His  first-place  medal  this  year  is  in 
the  smaller  newspaper  categoiy. 

Russ  MacKendrick,  coin  columnist 
for  the  New  York  Times,  won  first 
prize  in  the  "larger'  newspaper 
category,  and  Leon  Lindheim  of 
Cleveland,  Ohio,  was  judged  best 
syndicated  columnist. 

The  competition  is  co-sponsored  by 
the  Numismatic  Literary  Guild,  an 
international  organization  of  coin 
writers  and  editors,  and  Medallic  Art 
Co.  of  Danbury.  Conn. 

Reiter,  40,  was  named  best  writer 
for  1978  in  COINage,  largest- 
circulation  national  magazine  for  coin 
collectors,  and  previously  had  won 
similar  awards  for  his  work  in  Coin 
Mart  Magazine  and  Numismatic 
News  Weekly.  He  formerly  was  editor 
of  Numismatic  News,  a  weekly  hobby 
newspaper. 

He  also  won  first  and  third  place 
feature-writing  awards  last  year  in  a 
contest  sponsored  by  the  New  Jersey 
chapter  of  Sigma  Delta  Chi.  a  society 
of  journalists,  for  two  stories  which 
appeared  in  the  Sunday  Press. 

Reiter,  a  1959  journalism  graduate 
of  St.  Bonaventure  University, 
Allegany.’  N.Y.,  joined  The  Press  in 
1964  as  a  writer,  columnist  and  copy 
editor.  He  also  writes  a  weekly 
bowling  column  for  the  newspaper  s 
Saturday  Recreation  Page.

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The  biography  of  the  dollar  sign

If  modern  scholarship  on  the  matter 
is  correct  (and  there's  every 
indication  it  is)  then,  come  this 
September,  the  United  States  dollar 
sign  —  the  familiar  $  —  marked  its 
200th  anniversary 

Through  the  years,  many  theories 
have  been  advanced  concerning  the 
origin  of  this  symbol,  wmch  has 
become  every  bit  as  familiar  to 
people  around  the  world  as  the  olive 
branch,  tne  Stars  and  Stripes  and  the 
American  Eagle.  Most  of  those 
theories  sound  plausible  enough 
However,  there  is  one  that  has  held 
sway  over  all  the  others,  one  that  has 
best  withstood  the  numismatic 
scholars'  fine-toothed  combings. 

But  before  examining  that  theory 
(and  at  the  risk  of  popping  some 
colorful  balloons  long  held  aloft  by 
tradition  or  sentiment),  let  s  consider 
a  few  common  explanations  of  how 
the  American  dollar  sign  originated. 

Perhaps  the  most  popular  of  all 
states  that  the  dollar  sign  was  formed 
simply  by  overlapping  the  initials  U' 
and  "S'  that  stand,  of  course,  for  the 
United  States  This  theory,  charming

for  both  its  implied  patriotism  and  its 
simplicity,  was  unable  to  endure 
numismatists  empirical  stare.  In  tact, 
the  explanation  seemed  too  simple  to 
be  taken  seriously  And  since  no 
documented  evidence  could  be  found 
to  support  the  claim,  it  was  soon  laid 
aside  as  little  more  than  an 
imaginative  bit  of  speculation. 

Another  theory',  one  that  still  enjoys 
a  great  deal  of  popularity  in  some 
circles,  suggests  that  the  origins  of 
the  dollar  sign  extend  far  back  in 
history.  Long  before  the  birth  of 
Christ,  the  Phoenicians  had 
established  a  powerful  trading  empire 
along  the  Mediterranean.  Near  the 
southwest  tip  of  Spain,  Phoenician 
merchants  founded  the  strategic  port 
of  Gades  (modern-day  Cadiz).  Gades 
was  also  the  site  of  a  magnificent 
temple  erected  in  honor  of  the  god 
Melquart.  the  Phoenician  equivalent 
of  Hercules. 

Dominating  the  temple  were  two 
large  pillars  made  of  bronze. 
According  to  tradition,  pillars  of  this 
type  were  first  used  in  Solomon's 
temple  as  symbols  of  strength  and 
sovereignty.  The  Jews  referred  to  the 
pillars  as  Jachin,  meaning  "He  shall 


establish,”  and  Boaz,  which 
translates  to,  "In  it  is  strength.” 

The  Phoenicians  came  to  look 
upon  Melquart  s  pillars  as  symbols  of 
their  own  sovereignty  and  prosperity'. 
Soon,  the  pillars  became  legendary 
throughout  the  Mediterranean  world. 
In  fact,  the  Greek  historian  Strabc 
claimed  that  they  were  the  famed 
pillars  erected  by  Hercules  as  a 
monument  to  his  epic  voyage.  (Most 
antiquarians  claim  that  the  Pillars  of 
Hercules  are,  in  fact,  the  Rock  of 
Gibraltar  and  its  sister  promontory  at 
Ceuta). 

In  the  18th  century  the  two  pillars 
were  depicted  on  the  Spanish  dollar, 
or  real,  which,  in  time,  became 
known  as  the  "Pillar  Piece.” 
Furthermore,  each  pillar  was  depicted 
entwined  with  a  scroll.  The  adherents 
of  this  theory  claim  that  the  Pillars  of 
Hercules,  thus  portrayed,  are  the 
forerunners  of  the  American  doliar 
sign  s  twin  columns,  while  the  scrolls 
eventually  developed  ,nto  the  5-L.w 
device  connecting  the  two  columns. 

However,  the  Pillars-of-Hercules 
theorists  have  never  been  able  to 
point  with  any  certainty  to  the  time 
when  the  columns  and  scroll  were 
first  used  in  connection  with  American 
currency. 

One  theory  that  does  merit  some 
credibility  and  documentation  holds 
that  the  dollar  sign  is  Portuguese  in 
origin.  As  early  as  the  16th  century, 
the  Portuguese  had  developed  a 
mathematical  symbol  called  a  cifrao 
to  express  figures  written  in 
thousands.  The  citrao  consisted  of 
two  vertical  columns  superimposed 
by  the  letter  “S."  In  other  words,  the 
cifrac  looked  exactly  like  the 
American  dollar  sign  and  was  used  in 
place  of  the  comma  Americans  now 
use  while  writing  out  thousands  For 
example,  the  figure  5,000  would  have 
been  expressed  by  the  Portuguese  of 
the  16th  century  as  5S000. 

Supporters  of  this  explanation  go 
on  to  claim  that  the  cifrao  was 
eventually  used  to  express  the 
monetary  unit  called  the  peso  or 
dollar.  However,  the  same  theorists, 
when  pressed,  are  unable  to  supply 
documented  evidence  enforcing  their 
claim.  Moreover,  the  origins  of  the 
cifrao  are  not  known,  and  there  is  no

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The  Numismatic 
Bookshelf

One  of  the  most  useful  reference 
tools  that  a  numismatist  can  find  is  an 
auction  catalog.  Auction  catalogs  are 
available  either  free  or  for  a  relatively 
low  price  in  relationship  to  their  value. 
Many  of  the  major  U  S.  coin  auction 
houses  such  as  Abner  Kreisberg, 
Bowers  &  Ruddy  Galleries,  Superior, 
Kagin  etc.  offer  auction  catalogs  on 
an  annual  subscription  basis  which 
also  substantially  reduces  your  cost. 

In  addition  to  having  the 
opportunity  of  bidding  on  numismatic 
material  in  which  you  may  have 
interest,  these  catalogs  provide 
excellent  future  reference.  The 
catalogs  are  usually  categorized  by 
areas  of  interest,  heavily  illustrated, 
and  give  excellent  background 
information  on  rare  dates,  mintmarks 
and  condition.  They  also  usually 
provide  values  realized  at  prior 
auctions  and  estimated  values.  In 
addition,  if  you  have  subscribed  for 
the  catalog  after  the  auction  is  over 
you  will  generally  receive  prices 
realized  at  the  auction  thereby  giving 
you  another  valuable  piece  of 
information. 

My  office  is  currently  running  a 
numismatic  book  auction  with  nearly 
1300  lots  of  which  about  one-third  are 
previous  numismatic  auctions 
catalogs.  Bidding  on  these  items  is 
heavy  which  means  that 
knowledgeable  numismatists  are 
anxious  to  obtain  catalogs  for 
reference  material. 

Some  auctions  of  numismatic  items 
are  so  extensive  as  to  become 
classics  and  have  substantial  value 
as  books  themselves.  For  example, 
the  Jenks  catalog,  a  major 
numismatic  auction  in  the  1920's 
currently  sells  for  about  $300.00;  the 
Dunham  collection  1941  auction  by  B. 
Max  Mehl  sells  for  about  $100.00, 
this  included  the  1804  silver  dollar. 
Catalogs  by  Chapman,  Low  and  other 
important  early  numismatic 
companies  sell  for  substantial  sums 
as  well. 

In  order  to  obtain  information  as  to 
where  to  obtain  auction  catalogs,  I 
suggest  you  look  in  the  auction 
sections  listing  these  items  in  the 
weekly  publications  Coin  World, 
Numismatic  News  and  World  Coin 
News.  Names,  addresses  and  cost 
are  clearly  provided. 

Good  hunting! 


evidence  to  suggest  that  early 
Americans  had  any  financial  dealings 
with  either  the  Portuguese  or  the 
Brazilians  —  dealings  that  would 
have  introduced  the  cifrao  to  the 
North  American  continent. 

Still,  others  claim  that  the  origins  of 
the  dollar  sign  can  be  traced  to  the 
days  of  the  Roman  Empire.  Among 
the  coins  making  up  the  currency  of 
Rome  during  the  early  Christian 
period  was  the  sesterces.  Just  as 
gold  supports  the  value  of  modern- 
day  U.S.  currency,  livestock  defined 
the  value  of  the  Roman  Empire's 
currency  during  this  period.  A 
sesterces  was  the  equivalent  of  two 
and  a  half  mules  and  was  expressed 
by  the  symbol  “H.S.”  The  “S"  stood 
for  the  Emperor  Severus  under 
whose  reign  the  sesterces  was  first 
used.  The  “H”  was  a  variation  of  the 
Roman  numeral  II.  When  combined, 
the  two  symbols  appear  closely  akin 
to  the  dollar  sign. 

Once  again,  evidence  supporting 
this  claim  is  scant. 

It  is  likely  that  speculation 
concerning  the  dollar  sign’s  origins 
would  have  remained  just  speculation 
were  it  not  for  the  research  of  the 
numismatic  scholar  Dr.  Florian  Cajori, 
who  treated  the  matter  extensively 
during  the  first  two  decades  of  this 
century.  It  is  Dr.  Cajori  s  theory  that  is 
accepted  today  by  most 
numismatists.  Furthermore,  the 
scholar  was  able  to  provide 
documented  evidence  that  revealed 
the  exact  date  when  the  dollar  sign 
was  first  employed,  plus  the  name  of 
the  man  who  used  it. 

According  to  Dr.  Cajori,  the  dollar

sign  as  we  know  it  today  was  first 
used  by  a  "commercial  agent  of  the 
United  States  at  New  Orleans," 
named  Oliver  Pollock.  In  a  letter 
dated  September  12.  1778,  Pollock 
included  a  list  of  financial  transactions 
expressed  in  dollars  —  the  word 
Pollock  used  within  the  body  of  the 
letter.  The  writer  used  the  symbol  ps 
as  a  prefix  to  the  numbers  making  up 
his  list.  That  symbol  —  ps  —  was 
introduced  to  the  New  World  by  the 
Spanish  and  was  at  that  time 
common  throughout  Mexico  as  the 
generally  accepted  notation  for  the 
peso. 

For  whatever  reason,  Pollock 
combined  the  letters  with  a  single, 
continuous  stroke  of  the  pen  and  thus 
created  the  modern-day  dollar  sign. 
Pollock  used  the  symbol  five  times.  In 
the  first  four  stations,  the  letter  p 
appeared  with  a  double  stem,  thereby 
anticipating  the  double-columned  ($) 
version  of  the  dollar  sign.  In  the  fifth 
and  last  rendering,  the  p  appears  with 
a  single-columned  sign  ($)  much  in 
use  today.

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THE  YANKEE 
COUNTERFEITER! 

By  R.  WINSTON  HARRIS 

Governments  prosecute  without 
haste  anyone  suspected  of 
counterfeiting.  Enforcement  has  been 
particularly  swift  and  severe  in  the 
United  States,  where  statutes  clearly 
define  bogus  activities  of  any  sort. 

However,  once  the  US. 
government  not  only  ignored  a  citizen 
counterfeiter,  but  quietly  approved  tne 
practice,  he  was  Samuel  C.  Upham, 
a  small  Philadelphia  businessman 
who  owned  a  small  store  where  he 
sold  perfumes.  medicines, 
newspapers  and  other  confectionary 
items  The  time  1862.  during  the  Civil 
War. 

Sam  got  his  counterfeiting  start 
from  a  successful  promotion  by  the 
Philadelphia  Daily  Inquirer.  The 
Inquirer  had  prominently  reproduced 
a  Confederate  $5  note  in  one  of  its 
editions.  Every  copy  was  sold. 
Northern  citizens  apparently  were 
eager  to  obtain  a  souvenir  of  the  War. 
Upham  reasoned,  if  citizen  demand 
for  a  Confederate  memento  was  this 
great,,  why  not  print  quality 
reproductions  of  the  same  notes  and 
sell  them  individually? 

So  he  bought  an  electrotype  of  the 
$5  Confederate  note  which  the 
Inquirer  had  printed,  and  purchased 
some  fine  quality  French  letter  paper. 
He  did  not  seek  to  deceive,  because 
he  added  the  words:  "Fac-Simile 
Confederate  notes  sold,  wholesale 
and  retail,  by  S.C.  Upham,  403 
Chestnut  Street,  Philadelphia '  to  the 
margins  of  the  notes.  His  first  printing 
of  the  Confederate  Five  was  about 
5,000  copies.  He  sold  them  for  1c 
each  retail  and  V2C  per  piece 
wholesale  The  demand  was  so  great 
he  eventually  printed  millions  of 
bogus  bills. 

Upham  increased  the  variety  of  the 
Confederate  notes  he  duplicated.  He 
purchased  a  $10  Confederate  bill 
electrotype  from  New  York’s 
Illustrated  Newspaper  and  added  it 
to  his  stock  of  curiosity  monies. 
Eventually  denominations  ranging 
from  50c  to  $100  were  printed.  Some 
28  different  varieties  of  bogus 
Southern  bills  were  produced  by  the 
enterprising  Upham  .  all  of  them 
priced  very  low 


But  Sam  Upham  didn’t  restrict  his 
printing  business  to  paper  money. 
The  active  Yankee  began  to  duplicate 
Confederate  postage  stamps  as  well 
He  made  'souvenir”  copies  of 
Confederate  stamp  issues  in  5c  and 
10c  denominations.  At  the  time,  these 
stamps  circulated  as  coins  throughout 
the  Confederacy,  because  the  South 
had  no  general  circulation  coinage 
and  stamps  were  used  for  small 
change. 

Unfortunately,  Sam  Upham  didn  t 
keep  precise  records  of  what  he 
printed  and  in  what  quantities.  We 
suspect  he  also  may  have  printed 
Confederate  Bond  reproductions.  But 
there  s  no  documentation  for  this. 

The  Confederate  government  was 
outraged  by  both  the  quality  and 
success  of  Upham  s  reproductions. 
He  was  considered  in  the  South  to  be 
a  scoundrel,  quite  naturally.  Rebel 
soldiers  wished  to  get  him  in  their  gun 
sights.  Many  knew  his  bogus  bills  and 
stamps  were  waging  a  war  on  the 
Confederate  economic  system  which 
was  as  effective  as  the  fighting  on  the 
battlefields. 

Confederate  President  Jefferson 
Davis  put  a  price  on  his  head  ...  a 
reward  of  $10,000  to  anyone  who 
would  deliver  Upham  to  Richmond, 
Virginia  .  dead  or  alive.  An  article 
from  the  Richmond  Dispatch 
capsules  the  South's  concern  about 
Upham  s  activities: 


Detective  Goodrich,  of  rthe  Rebel  Trea¬ 
sury  Department,  has  exhibited  to  the 
editor  of  the  Richmond  Dispatch  what 
he  terms  the  last  and  grossest  piece  of 
Yankee  scoundrelism.  and  an  infernal 
means  to  discredit  the  currency  of  the 
Southern  Confederacy  It  consists  in 
well-executed  counterfeits  of  our  five- 
dolar  Confederate  notes,  struck  off  in 
Philadelphia,  where  the  news-boys  are 
selling  them  at  five  cents  apiece  This 
note  is  calculated  to  deceive,  and  in 
nearly  every  particular  is  a  fac-simile  of 
the  original.  We  caution  persons 


receiving  this  money  to  be  exceedingly 
careful,  as  there  is  no  means  of  knowing 
to  what  extent  they  have  been 
circulated 


Upham  s  production  was  for 
personal  gain,  not  patriotism  — 
although  he  did  cause  problems  for 
the  South.  And  because  of  what  he 
did.  collectors  today  have  quality 
specimens  of  Confederate  currency 
and  stamps. 

One  of  the  bills  in  Upham  s  stock 
was  entirely  a  fake.  It  bore  the  picture 
of  a  woman  riding  a  deer.  Upham 
thought  the  note  to  be  a  genuine 
Confederate  issue  and  so  reproduced 
it.  Ironically,  the  note  passed  in 
commerce  below  the  Mason  Dixon 
Line,  often  without  question! 

The  main  appeal  of  the  Yankee 
counterfeiters  notes  was  that  they 
were  easily  passed  in  circulation 
throughout  the  Confederacy.  All  one 
had  to  do  was  to  clip  off  the  words  on 
the  notes  referring  to  “Fac-Sinr1''” 
and  spend  them.  Many  citizens  North 
and  South  bought  the  notes  as  a 
quick  means  to  riches. 

The  quality  of  Upham’s  notes  was 
excellent  He  used  better  paper  than 
employed  on  the  originals  and  had 
better  printing  equipment.  This 
quality”  factor  made  his  notes  look 
genuine  and  made  the  genuine  look 
counterfeit!  The  result  was  total 
confusion  of  Confederate  currency 
transactions.  Only  a  few  Confederate 
Treasury  officials  could  tell  which 
money  was  genuine.

FORMER  SS  DIRECTOR 
DIES  IN  NEW  JERSEY 

The  U  S.  Secret  Service  chief 
under  three  Presidents,  Urbanus  E 
Baughman  Jr.,  73,  died  Nov.  6  in 
Tom's  River,  N.J.  He  had  suffered 
from  arterioslerotic  heart  disease. 

Chief  during  the  Truman, 
Eisenhower  and  Kennedy 
administrations  until  he  retired  in 
1961,  Baughman  supervised  the 
successful  investigation  of  the  theft  of 
$160,000  from  the  Bureau  of 
Engraving  and  Printing  and 
reorganized  the  service  to  provide 
more  administrative  control  from 
Washington.  He  was  also  responsible 
for  the  protection  of  the  Presidents 
and  their  families. 

During  the  early  part  of  his  34  year 
career  with  the  service,  Baughman 
helped  break  up  a  counterfeiting  ring 
in  New  York  by  purchasing 
counterfeit  money  from  Alfonso 
Filipone,  who  had  just  been  released 
from  prison. 

Baughman  is  survived  by  his  wife, 
the  former  Ruth  Yessel;  a  son, 
William  E.  of  Atlanta  and  two  sisters. 
Mrs.  Walter  Pine  of  Annandale,  Va., 
and  Mrs.  Edna  Denny  of  Leesburg, 
Va.

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A  LOOK  AT  COIN  CLUBS 


The  following  editorial  appeared  in  the 
October  21st.  issue  of  Numismatic  News 
and  is  being  reprinted  here  in  an  effort  to 
stimulate  some  rethinking  among  G.S.N.A. 
members  and  our  member  clubs. 


If  you  are  a  middle-aged, 
investment  minded  coin  collector,  as 
most  of  our  readers  are,  who  will  buy 
your  collection  when  you  decide  to 
sell  out  20  years  from  now?  Unless 
more  work  is  done  to  recruit  new 
collectors  and  investors,  there  may 
be  no  one  around  to  buy  when  you're 
ready  to  sell,  contends  Dick  Beach, 
president  of  the  Pacific  Northwest 
Numismatic  Association,  in  a  recent 
PNNA  Newsletter. 

To  avert  such  a  development. 
Beach  urges  current  collectors  to 
bring  in  new  recruits,  teach  them  the 
joy  of  collecting,  train  them  to  collect 
properly  (and)  suggest  new  collecting 
fields.  How?  You  can  write  articles 
for  com  publications,  you  can  catalog 
some  area  of  numismatics,  or  you 
can  get  into  organized  numismatics, 
meaning  coin  clubs.  In  coin  clubs  and 
the  shows  they  sponsor,  you  can 
exhibit,  give  educational  talks,  help 
with  auctions  and  bourse  and  run  a 
registration  desk,  which  can  be  used 
to  build  the  club  s  membership  with 
invitations  to  visitors  to  attend  club 
meetings  and  join  if  they  like 

Beach  maintains  there  are  five 
types  of  com  clubs:  Social,  auction, 
bourse,  educational  and  combinations 
of  these  four.  What  type  is  your  local 
club?  It  should  be  designed  to  attract 
the  new  member  by  offering  advice 
on  almost  any  subject,  friendship, 
inexpensive  coins  to  buy,  etc.  If  your 
club  does  not  run  a  balanced  meeting 
with  something  for  everyone,  it  will 
become  a  stagnant  club  with  little  of 
interest  for  new  members. 

A  club  should  be  a  place  for 
members  to  help  others  with  their 
collections  for  mutual  benefit.  If  a 
member  has  duplicates,  offer  them  to 
fellow  club  members  first.  Bring  an 
exhibit  to  club  meetings  occasionally, 
offer  of  help  in  running  the  club  and 
promote  it  if  you  locate  a  collector  who 
doesn  t  belong  to  one.  Help  yourself 
by  creating  a  buyer  for  your  coins  20 
years  from  now

In  addition  to  a  local  club,  Beach 


also  suggests  that  every  collector 
participate  on  the  regional  and 
national  organizational  level.  "Only  a 
national  organization  can  help 
regulate  the  hobby  with  a  grading 
board,  an  authentication  service,  a 
quality  magazine  and  a  testing 
ground  for  your  competitive  exhibit. 
Both  the  national  and  regional  groups 
can  help  you  find  more  expensive 
and  rare  material,  offer  educational 
programs  on  a  wide  range  of  subjects 
and  supply  speakers  to  local  clubs. 
You  can  make  up  your  own  list  of 
advantages,  and  they  are  many. 
Most  local  clubs  don  t  take 
advantage  of  all  the  possible 
programs  offered  That  is  all  right,  as 
long  as  they  know  they  are  available 
when  needed  to  spark  your  club 
when  it  falters,  which  it  will,  if  year 
after  year  your  club  runs  the  same 
program  over  and  over  again.  Club 
officials  must  be  mindful  that 
members  tastes  change,  and  the 
Lincoln  and  Jefferson  collectors  of 
yesteryear  will  mature  into  paper 
money,  tokens  or  other  specialized 
fields,  eventually.  Programs, 
therefore,  must  be  varied  enough  to 
keep  the  attention  of  the  overall 
membership  if  the  club  is  to  survive. 

Beach  also  has  some  observations 
on  how  club  activities  can  be  used  to 
stimulate  interest,  which  we'll  discuss 
next  week.

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Who’s  Behind  The  So-Called  Dollars? 


Shortly  after  the  new  century 
dawned  a  new  numismatic  term 
was  born.  The  century  just  past 
had  produced  dozens  of  "so  called 
dollars"  that  had  been  struck  to 
commemorate  various  events  of 
historic  and  national  significance. 
As  far  back  as  1826,  a  medal  was 
struck  to  mark  the  completion  of 
the  Erie  Canal  and,  most  recently, 
folks  had  been  asked  to  "Remem¬ 
ber  the  Maine"  with  several  sou¬ 
venir  medals.  In  between  there 
was  the  nation's  Centennial  expo¬ 
sition  in  Philadelphia,  the  World's 
Columbian  Exposition  in  Chicago 
and  numerous  other  historical 
events  which  were  recognized 
with  numerous  medals. 

By  1957,  Harold  E.  Hibler,  a  Bos¬ 
ton  numismatist,  had  started  a 
compilation  based  on  his  own  col¬ 
lection.  Charles  Kappen,  a  Cali¬ 
fornian,  joined  the  project  later 
and  flew  to  Boston  to  help  finalize 
the  work  in  1963. 

Six  years  of  research  resulted  in 
a  catalog  of  "So  Called  Dollars," 
describing  993  of  the  historic  piec¬ 
es.  The  fully  illustrated  catalog 
was  published  in  1963  by  the  Coin 
and  Currency  Institute,  which  list¬ 
ed  the  many  people  and  organiza¬ 
tions  that  had  contributed  to  the 
work.  The  H-K  numbering  system 
will  identify  these  historic  memen¬ 
toes  for  all  times. 

What  pieces  are  listed?  Better 
to  first  look  at  what  are  NOT  list¬ 
ed.  No  holed  or  looped  items  are 
listed,  no  tokens,  political  or  ath¬ 
letic  medals  and  none  from  out¬ 
side  of  the  United  States. 

The  "Semicentennial"  of  the  Un¬ 
ited  States  in  1826  brought  forth 
commemorative  medals  in  silver, 
copper  and  white  metal  which  are 
extremely  rare  today. 

The  first  "International"  Exposi¬ 
tion  in  the  United  States  was  held 
in  New  York  in  1853  in  the  Crystal 
Palace,  which  touched  off  a  series 
if  World  Fairs.  By  the  turn  of  the 
century,  the  Pan-American  Exposi¬ 
tion  and  the  South  Carolina  Expo 
were  running  concurrently,  and 
the  Wells  Fargo  Semicentennial 
Celebration  was  in  the  works.  The 
Louisianna  Purchase  Exposition  in 
St.  Louis  was  on  the  drawing 
board  for  1904. 

A  wealth  of  information  has 


been  assembled  regarding  these 
historic  occasions.  Included  for 
each  is  the  purpose,  organization, 
site,  dates,  attendance,  partici¬ 
pants  and  a  list  of  all  known  med¬ 
als  issued  (that  meet  the  require¬ 
ments  for  listing). 

Valuations  are  given,  but  the 
prices  quoted  in  1963  are  no  long¬ 
er  valid.  You  would  think  that  dur¬ 
ing  the  15-year  interim  prices 
would  have  doubled  (the  price  of 
everything  else  did),  but  with  "so 
called  dollars"  most  prices  are 
DOWN. 

Earlier  this  year,  the  firm  of 
Johnson  and  Jensen,  dealers  in 
medals,  bought  the  remaining  co¬ 
pies  of  "So  Called  Dollars"  from 
the  original  publishers  and  set 


about  compiling  a  revised  price 
supplement.  The  panel  of  experts 
included  H.  Joseph  Levine,  Henry 
G.  Spangenberger  and  Chris  Jen¬ 
sen.  The  trio  poured  through  auc¬ 
tion  catalogs  and  prices-realized 
lists,  blended  the  results  with  their 
trade  experience  and  came  up 
with  a  complete  new  price  list  for 
the  1,033  entries  in  the  book. 

If  you  can  find  any  of  the  old 
medals  that  the  owners  will  part 
with  at  the  new  prices,  you  may 
pick  up  some  bargains.  In  any 
event,  you  will  find  the  book  most 
educational  and  interesting,  a 
worthy  addition  to  any  numismat¬ 
ic  library. 


UNNAMED  ENTERTAINER  SHELLS  OUT  $200,000 
FOR  LIBERTY  HEAD  NICKEL 
By  HAROLD  FLARTEY 


The  1913  Liberty  Head  Nickel,  best 
known  of  rare  American  coins,  is 
again  making  headlines  in  the  numis¬ 
matic  press.  The  Hydman  specimen, 
recently  acquired  by  Superior  Stamp 
and  Coin  Co.  of  Beverly  Hills,  was  sold 
to  an  unnamed  collector  for  $200,000. 

Superior  bought  the  coin  from 
Robert  L.  Hughes  Enterprises, 
another  West  Coast  dealer,  who 
bought  it  from  A-Mark  Coin  Co.  of 
California 

Details  of  the  coin  s  origins  are 
more  than  a  little  foggy,  but  it  is 
believed  that  while  James  Frazer  was 
preparing  dies  for  a  new  nickel  with  a 
buffalo  reverse  and  an  Indian  head 
obverse,  mint  officials  (or  unofficial) 
prepared  a  1913  die  of  the  series  that 
had  been  in  vogue  since  1883.  Just  to 
be  ready  in  case  it  was  needed,  the 
die  was  used  to  strike  five  pieces 
which  were  tossed  into  a  desk  drawer. 

Samuel  W.  Brown  worked  at  the 
Philadelphia  Mint  in  various  capacities 
from  December  1903  to  November 
1913.  He  was  a  coin  collector  and  a 
member  of  the  America  Numismatic 
Association  and  he.  it  is  said 
purchased  the  five  trial  pieces  for  8 
cents  each. 

Brown  didn't  rush  out  and  try  to 
peddle  his  unique  quintet  of  proof 
coins;  he  sat  on  them  for  seven  years 
during  which  time  he  had  a  leather 
case  fashioned  for  the  fabulous  five 
plus  an  electro-plated  specimen  ot  the 
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same  coin  to  make  the  collection  look 
more  interesting. 

In  the  summer  of  1920.  Mr  Brown 
showed  the  pieces  privately  at  the 
ANA  Convention  in  Chicago.  Since 
then,  more  has  been  written  about  the 
1913  nickels  than  any  other  coins  in 
the  world.  Claims,  counterclaims, 
confusion,  distortions  and 
assumptions  have  all  contributed  to 
the  mystery. 

What  we  do  know  is  that  August 
Wagner  became  the  next  owner.  He 
offered  the  coins  for  sale  in  his 
Philadelphia  stamp  shop  in  1924  for 
$2,000  for  the  lot.  Next  entered  Col. 
Edward  H  R  Green,  son  of  Netty 
Green,  who  kept  a  million  bucks  in  her 
checking  account.  She  bought  her  son 
a  set  of  trains,  the  Texas  Midland 
Railroad  for  his  birthday.  The 
purchase  price  was  petty  cash  to  Ed 
Green,  who  tucked  the  set  away  for 
the  12  years  of  his  remaining  life. 

Burdette  G.  Johnson  of  Dayton, 
Ohio,  was  the  next  owner  of  the  coins, 
and  he  James  F.  Kelly,  an  Ohio 
dealer,  sold  the  coins  individually 
Fred  Olsen  paid  $900  for  one  in  the 
late  1930s.  He  sold  it  at  auction 
through  Texas  based  B  Max  Mehl. 
who  collected  $3,750  for  the  coin  from 
King  Farouk  of  Egypt.  The  king  bought 
another  specimen  later  and 
relinquished  the  first  one.  which  was 
again  sold  by  Mehl.  at  S3. 750.  this 
time  to  Edwin  Hydeman

The  popularity  of  the  dollar  sign 
was  quick  to  spread  throughout  the 
American  states.  Furthermore,  its 
appearance  occurred  during  the 
American  struggle  for  independence. 
For  the  Yankee  patriot,  a  Spanish- 
inspired  symbol  for  monetary  notation 
was  vastly  preferable  to  the  English 
pound  sign  that  had  been  in  use 
throughout  most  of  the  American 
Revolution. 

And  so,  just  as  we  did  two  years 
ago  during  our  observance  of  the 
bicentennial  of  our  independence  as 
a  nation,  we  might  do  well  to 
remember  one  other  American  whose 
contribution  to  our  culture  was,  if  not 
profound,  at  least  significant:  Oliver 
Pollock,  who,  quite  by  accident, 
bequeathed  us  our  dollar  sign.

The  coin  has  been  owned  by  Cal¬ 
ifornia  dealer-numismatist  Abe  Kosoff. 
World  Wide  Coin  and  Bowers  and 
Ruddy  (as  partners)  thence  to  A-Mark. 
Hughes  and  Superior  who  just  sold  it 
to  an  "anonymous  collctor  who  is  a  big 
name  in  the  entertainment  field. 

Only  two  other  coins  have  brought 
higher  prices,  an  Athenian 
Decadrachm  of  470  B.C.  ($272,240) 
and  an  1804  Silver  Dollar  ($225,000). 
The  $200,000  Liberty  Nickel  was  the 
"star"  in  a  cops  and  robbers  TV 
session  on  "Hawaii  Five-P  a  few 
years  ago. 

Where  are  the  other  four  of  the 
famous  quintet?  The  Louis  Eliasberg 
Estate,  Baltimore;  R.  Henry  Norweb. 
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Cleveland,  Ohio;  Aubrey  Bebes. 
Omaha.  Neb.;  and  the  R.J.  Reynolds 
family  of  North  Carolina. 

For  as  little  as  $100,000  you  could 
probably  have  them  all  back  together 
again,  but  finding  the  original  box  may 
be  a  problem.

The  signing  of  the  two  Camp  David 
Peace  Agreement  Frameworks  by 
President  Carter.  President  Sadat 
and  Prime  Minister  Begin  are  truly 
significant,  however  fragile.  The 
groundwork  for  a  lasting  peace  treaty 
is  in  the  making  and  grows  stronger 
each  day. 

What  is  the  best  way  to 
commemorate  this  historic  event? 

Folks  in  the  United  States 
commemorated  the  end  of  World  War 
I  with  a  "Peace''  dollar  showing  a 
young  head  of  Liberty.  It  was  the 
creation  of  artist  Anthony  De 
Francisci,  who  used  his  wife.  Teresa, 
as  his  model.  No  silver  dollars  had 
been  struck  since  1904,  and  in  1921 
the  public  clamored  for  a  new  design 
to  replace  the  Morgan  type  dollar  that 
was  being  resumed. 

Why  not  overstrike  the  "Peace" 
dollar  with  an  appropriate  symbol  and 
create  a  double  peace  dollar? 

That  was  the  reasoning  of  Mel 
Wacks,  numismatic  consultant  to  the 
Judah  L.  Magnes  Museum  in 
Berkeley,  Calif.  The  museum  is  a 
memorial  to  an  educator  and 
humanitarian  who  devoted  25  years 
of  his  life  to  the  cause  of  Jews  and 
Arabs  living  toegher  in  peace  in  the 
Holy  Land. 


Mel  set  about  designing  a 
counterstamp  about  the  size  of  a 
dime.  It  consists  of  a  modern  peace 
symbol  containing  the  names  of  the 
three  padicipants  plus  a  symbol  of 
each  country,  a  five-pointed  star  for 
the  united  States,  a  six-pointed  star 
for  Israel  and  a  crescent  for  Egypt. 
These  are  surrounded  by  the 
inscription  "Camp  Peace  Summit. 
Sept.  5-17.”  The  design  will  be 
counterstruck  on  978  Brilliant 
Uncirculated  Peace  dollars  in  the 
•center  of  the  reverse. 

Preparation  of  the  die  and  the 
subsequent  striking  of  these  pieces 
were  done  by  Adam  J.  Cool,  of 
Brigantine.  New  Jersey. 

The  first  three  coins  will  be 
presented  to  the  principals  who,  in 
the  words  of  President  Carter,  "had 
the  courage  and  wisdom  to  make  this 
significant  achievement  in  the  cause 
of  peace." 

The  remaining  975  coins  will  be 
sold  at  $27.50  postpaid  with  orders 
limited  to  five  per  person,  with  half  the 
cost  deductable  for  income  tax 
purposes.

NEW  JERSEY  OFFICERS 
SOLVE  BURGLARY  RING 

Thousands  of  dollars  in  silver  loot, 
taken  in  burglaries  of  the  Teaneck 
and  West  Englewood,  N.J.  over  the 
last  two  months  have  been  found 
stored  in  the  Teaneck  Coin  Shop, 
police  have  reported. 

Officers  obtained  a  search  warrant 
to  enter  the  shop,  located  at  418 
Cedar  Lane,  following  the  arrest  of 
20-year  old  James  Bermmgham  of 
Teaneck  and  a  17-year-old  Teaneck 
boy. 

Detective  Jack  Terhune  said  the 
loot  included  hundreds  of  spoons, 
dozens  of  plates  and  trays  of  gold 
watches  and  chains." 

He  added,  "A  lot  of  the  loot  the 
kids  reported  taking  was  coins.  But 
once  coins  get  into  a  com  store,  it's  a 
little  hard  to  find  out  whose  they 
were  " 

The  arrest  of  the  two  youths 
followed  18  daylight  burglaries  that 
took  piace  in  the  fashionable  West 
Englewood  area.  The  suspects  told 
police  they  were  paid  $3.50  an  ounce 
for  the  silver  they  brought  in,  about  $2 
below  market  price. 

No  charges  were  filed  immediately 
against  the  Teaneck  Com  Shop 
owner.
